THE  Pioneers  placed  their  trust  in  God. 
Brigham  Young",  their  leader,  was  a 
Prophet  of  God  who  outlined  and  directed 
their  destiny,  it  was  he  who  brought  peace 
and  happiness  to  a  people  harassed  and 
driven.  His  prophetic  power,  his  clear 
vision  and  his  indomitable  courage  served  as 
guide  and  compass  in  all  emergencies.  A 
people  without  faith  and  divine  guidance 
would  have  faltered  and  failed. 


Surcharged  with  a  constructive  faith  the 
Pioneers  laid  the  foundations  of  a  common- 
wealth. They  worked  and  worshipped. 
They  fought  the  elements  and  forces  which 
conspired   against    them.  Their   emblem 

was  the  beehive.  It  signified  activity, 
organisation  and  frugality.  They  built 
churches,  tabernacles  and  temples  which 
stand  as  shining  monuments  to  a  powerful 
and   soul-satisfying  faith.  They  subdued 

the  desert  lands  and  converted  them  into 
beautiful  gardens  and  productive  farms. 
They  assailed  ignorance  with  schools,  col- 
leges and  libraries.  They  printed  news- 
papers and  magazines. 


Their  community  life  grew  and  developed 
in  a  cultural  background  which  fostered 
music,  the  drama  and  the  dance.  Every 
factor  necessary  for  a  permanent,  stable  and 
sound  civilization  was  supplied  in  the 
colonization  and  settlement  of  Utah  and 
adjacent  states. 

During  the  crucial  and  trying  periods  of 
pioneer  history  the  missionary  propaganda 
of  the  Church  was  never  permitted  to  lag 
and  reached  out  to  distant  countries  and  to 
the  islands  of  the  sea.  it  was  a  testimony 
to  the  world  of  their  sincerity,  their  integrity 
and  their  spirituality. 

The  men  and  women  who  made  their  way 
across  the  prairies  were  not  deceived  by 
unscrupulous  leaders.  They  were  not  fooled 
by  glowing  promises  of  worldly  gain.  They 
went  forth  like  conquerors  to  face  hardships 
and  privations  and  to  establish  themselves 

in  the  midsts  of  the  Rocky  Mountains." 
In  the  solitudes  of  the  desert  these  Children 
of  God,  like  Israel  of  old,  had  time  to  think 
and  pray  and  to  ponder  their  responsibili- 
ties. Never 'once  did  they  descend  from 
the  high  pinacle  of  their  faith  and  integrity. 

In  the  long,  weary  marches  over  dusty, 
sunbaked  plains  they  had  opportunity  to 
dream  of  homes,  farms,  comforts,  forsaken 
for  the  Gospel's  sake.  What  power  sus- 
tained them?  What  unseen  hand  lifted 
them  out  of  the  primaeval  chaos  and 
planted  their  feet  solidly  on  the  rocks  of 
industry  and  enterprise.  Was  it  not  their 
faith  in  an  Over-ruling  Providence  and  in 
their  own  destiny  as  a  people?  Who  guided 
their  footsteps  and  tempered  the  elements? 
The  answer  comes  as  we  sing  their  songs 
and  read  their  testimonies.  As  we  do  this 
we  will  be  able  to  see  that  they  could  not 
compromise  with  gangsters  and  mobocrats. 
We  will  come  to  understand  the  motives 
which  actuated  them  and  the  urges  which 
moved  them  forward.  The  unprejudiced 
writer  of  history  and  the  honest  searcher 
after  truth  will  one  day  discover  in  the

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THUS  is  the  Place,"  and  what  a  drear, 
sunburned-looking  valley  it  was  that 
greeted  the  Pioneers  on  the  memorable 
day.  To  Brigham  Young  and  his  asso- 
ciates it  was  the  desert  that  was  to  he  made 
to  blossom  as  the  rose.  The  task  was  of 
great  magnitude.  The  faith  of  the  Pioneers 
was  undaunted,  and  they  were  unusually 
happy  that  their  fifteen  hundred  mile  trek 
was  at  an  end.  From  the  mouth  of 
Emigration  Canyon  they  looked  upon  an 
oval-shaped  valley  surrounded  by  moun- 
tains, except  for  the  Great  Salt  Lake  to  the 
north-west.  The  river,  later  named  the 
"  Jordan,"  extended  from  the  south  to  the 
lake  at  the  north,  being  discernable  by  the 
willow  trees  that  grew  along  its  banks. 
Streams  from  the  several  canyons  found 
their  way  to  the  river. 

This  coming  24th  of  July,  descendants 
and  thousands  of  pioneer-admirers  will 
assemble  at  the  "  This  is  the  Place  "  spot 
to  witness  the  unveiling  of  a  monument 
built  as  our  Centennial  tribute  to  their 
great  achievements.  The  central  and  top- 
most figures  on  the  monument  represent 
three  prominent  men  who  entered  the  val- 
ley in  the  first  company.  Brigham  Young 
is  the  central  figure,  and  with  him  are 
Heber  C.  Kimball  and  Wilford  Woodruff. 
The  earliest  characters  shown  on  the  monu- 
ment are  the-  Fathers  •  Escalente  and 
Dominques  and  their  party  who  explored 
Utah  in  1776;  then  trappers  and  scouts. 
These  latter  men  met  with  many  thrilling 
experiences  and  endured  hardships  that 
always  accompany  the  exploring  of  great- 
new  territories.  The  two  pioneer  company 
scouts  depicted  on  the  lower  part  of  the 
main  shaft  are  expressing  their  joy  at  the 
first     sight     of     the     Valley.  It     meant 

Journey's  End,"  where  homes  and  a 
place  of  safety  could  now  he  prepared. 
Other  scenes  show  the  wagon  trains  as  they 
entered  the  Valley. 

The  monument  stands  sixty  feet  high 
and  eighty-three  feet  long.  To  preserve 

the  area  around  the  monument  and  along 
the  famous  "  Mormon  Trail  "  and  to  pro- 
vide   an    appropriate    setting   for   this    most 


important  historical  monument,  the  crea- 
tion of  "  This  is  the  Place  "  State  Park 
was  officially  proclaimed  by  Governor  Her- 
bert B.  Maw  on  July  21,  U)4o.  The  area 
covers  five  hundred-odd  acres  which  are  to 
be  restored,  as  nearly  as  possible,  to  the 
original  state  of  wild  beauty  in  which  the 
pioneers  found   it   a   hundred  years  ago.

TWO  HOUR  POLLS. 

0  cups  dour. 

1  teaspoon   salt. 

2  tablespoons  sugar. 
2  eggs  well  beaten. 
2  yeast  cakes. 

\  cup  warm  water. 
14  cups  warm  milk-. 

Add  the  yeast  cakes  to  the  warm  water. 
Mix  the  liquids,  eggs,  salt  and  sugar,  then 
add  the  5  cups  of  flour  and  stir  in  well. 
Let  raise  until  light,  about  one  hour.  Put 
the  other  cup  of  flour  on  the  breadboard, 
spread  around  enough  to  put  the  dough  on. 
Now  pour  the  dough  on  the  flour.  The 
dough  will  be  very  soft.  Pat  the  dough 
to  about  one  inch  thickness  and  spread  with 
melted  shortening.  Half  butter  with  some 
other  shortening  is  best  if  butter  alone  is 
not  used.  Now  fold  the  dough  over  making 
the    two    ends    meet.  Pal     to    about    one 

inch  thickness  and  spread  on  shortening. 
This  should  he  done  three  limes.  After  the 
third  time  pat  again  to  one  inch  thickness 
and  cut  with  biscuit  culler  and  place  on 
greased  baking  sheet  about  an  inch  and  a 
half  apart.  Pat  a  little  shortening  on  the 
top  of  each  roll  and  let  raise  until  light  and 
fluffy   about   30  to  40  minutes.  Bake   in 

hot  oven  about  425°  about  ten  minutes  or 
until    light   brown.  Have   the   shortening 

melted  thin  and  it  lakes  less.

Sometimes  as  often  as  five  times  a  day  I 
would  walk  up  to  the  monument  and  look 
at  the  angel  Moroni  and  admire  the  beauti- 
ful scenery.  1  would  sometimes  read  the 
tracts  that  were  put  out  for  the  investi- 
gators. 

I  remember  very  well  the  day  we  went 
to  Sunday  School  in  Palmyra  and  then 
went  to  the  Sacred  Grove  for  a  testimony 
meeting.  A   wonderful    atmosphere   was 

there. 

T  attended  the  celebration  of  the  Aaronic 
Priesthood  on  the  Susquehanna  River  on 
May  IT).  I  saw  the  place  where  Joseph 
Smith  was  baptized  and  also  where  he  hid 
the  Gold  Plates  in  his  fireplace. 

We  sailed  early  in  the  morning  of  June 
13  from  Philadelphia.  After  thirteen  days' 
travel  we  arrived  in  Lisbon,  Portugal.

We  see  a  glow  deep  in  their  eyes  thai 
tells  us  of  an  unwavering  faith.

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A  Prevailing  Question 

DURING  my  sojourn  in  this  field  oil 
labour  there  have  been  occasions 
when  the  question  of  Christ's  divinhv  has 
been  ventured. 

Good,  wholesome  doubt  is  to  be  fostered  ; 
it  denotes  sincerity — sincerity  which  leads 
to   investigation.  To   doubt   just    for   tin- 

sake    of    a    doubt    is    sheer    folly;    you    add 
nothing. 

I've  yet  to.  see  an  intelligent  person  either 
■praise  or  doubt  and  condemn  that  which  he 
has  not  investigated  thoroughly.  Nor  will 
J.  For  being  intelligent,  he  will  be  honest 
— honesty  is  akin  to  intelligence.  An  in- 
telligent person  cannot  be  dishonest. 

Six  months  prior  to  my  embarking  on  this 
mission,  I  had  spent  over  two  years  in 
India,  and  as  Mohannnedism,  Hinduism, 
Zorasterism,  and  other  non-Christian  sects 
were  dominant  over  Christianity,  the  pre- 
vailing question  was  the  divinity  of  Christ. 

The  Mohammedans  acknowledge  Christ 
as  a  prophet,  but  not  as  the  Son  of  God. 
This  is  inconsistent  with  reason;  to  accept 
Christ's  testimony  in  everything  but  his 
most   important  claim. 

My  answer  to  their  prevailing  question, 
1    submit   for  your  consideration. 

Mohammed,  Bhuda,  Zoraster  and  all 
claimed  prophets  (due  credit  be  given  for 
their  works),  came  into  existence  not  by  a 
forerunner,  nor  was  their  advent  prophe- 
sied, but  they  of  their  own  merit  came  into 
being  as  prophets  or  gods.  Not  so  with 
Jesus.  His  advent  was  heralded  through- 
out the  ages  by  prophets  of  God,  and  His 
merit  was  unequalled. 

All  Christianity  has  the  Old  Testament 
prophecies  to  substantiate  the  divinity  of 
Christ.  But  we,  as  Latter-day  Saints,  have 
four  books  of  scripture  establishing  the 
divinity  of  Christ. 

Can  any  other  people  produce  scripture 
establishing  the  authencity  and  divine 
origin  of  their  sect  or  prophet? 

Can  any  other  people  produce  scripture 
establishing  the  divinity  of  Christ.  If  they 
can,    we   accept   it  !        We   want   it  !  '  If 

there  is  anythng  virtuous,  lovely,  or  of  good 
report  or  praiseworthy,  we  seek  after  these 
things."  "  Know  ye  not  that  the  testi- 
mony of  two  nations  is  a  witness  unto  you 
that  I  am  God,  that  T  remember  one  nation

The  common  cry  of  the  above-mentioned 
sects  is  the  disunity  of  Christianity  with 
their  hundreds  of  denominations  as  a 
criteria  of  judgment  against  the  divinity  of 
Christ  and  Christianity. 

Disunity  is  also  the  common  cry  of 
Christianity.  They  have  ever  been  seeking 
to  become  united,  but  will  ever  fail — one 
falsehood  cannot  be  incorporated  with 
another  to  gain  a  truth.  Division  in 
Christianity  is  the  mistake  of  men — God 
makes  no  mistakes..  Christ  did  not  autho- 
rize the  numerous  factions  that  abound  the 
earth  to-day.  He  is  not  the  author  of  con- 
tusion. He  organized  one  church  bearing 
His  name,  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ. 
The  organization  he  authorized  and  set  up 
cannot  to-day  be  duplicated  by  combining 
the  truths  of  all  the  Christian  organizations 
in  the  world.

Yea,  and  there  shall  be  matiy  which 
shall  say.

AS  we  look  about  we  can  see  how  much 
truth  there  is  in  these  words  spoken 
by  Nephi.  On  every  side  we  hear  people 
saving,  the  time  of  our  Lord  is  near,  that 
He  will  soon  come  with  the  righteous  to 
destroy  the  wicked  and  cleanse  the  earth 
of   sin.

Often  mankind  is  only  too  willing  to 
point  with  criticism  at  the  attempts  of 
others  and  to.  mete  out  ruthless  judgment 
on  any  unfortunate  person,  who  may  fall 
into  error.  We  are  all  in  a  measure  guilty 
of  this  fault.  And  we,  each  in  turn,  have 
been  victim  of  a  critical  tongue-.

Among  children,  the  habit  of  spiteful 
action  and  word  against  their  associates,  is 
easily  acquired.  But  the  unfortunate  vic- 
tim, even  after  suffering  the  distress  of 
mind  caused  by  his  playmates'  taunts,  doe's 
not  hesitate  to  add  his  share  in  torturing 
another  when  the  tables  are  turned. 

J  )o  we  ever  grow  up  ? 

How  often  are  we  found  doing  the  things 
that  children  do'.'  Our  actions  may  be  per- 
formed with  more  subtlety  but  the  hurt  is 
still  there.  Perhaps  we  may  feel  that  we 
have  reason  for  retaliation — however,  it  is 
not  my  intention  to  entangle  myself  in  the 
pros  and  cons  of  justification  for  our  actions 
— that  is  a  personal  problem.  Rather,  1 
would  indicate  Christ 's  advice  once  more  : 
"  Judge   not   that   ye   be   not   judged." 

Often. we  are  apt  to  see  a  person's  charac- 
ter in  a  wrong  light.  Maybe  he  appeared 
mean,  narrow,  unreliable,  whilst  another 
may  find  the  same  man,  geneixnis,  broad- 
minded  and  sincere.  Why  is  this?  Per- 
haps the  fault  is  ours. 


Next  time  you  go  walking  at  night,  notice 
the  behaviour  of  the  person's  shadow  ahead 
of  you.  As  he  approaches  a  street  light 
his  shadow  shortens;  it  becomes  distorted. 
Then,  as  another  light's  rays  become 
stronger,  the  shadow  changes  shape;  al- 
ways appearing  different  as  other  lights 
shine  at  new  angles.  Yet  the  same  per- 
son throws  all  these  shadows. 

Let  us  draw  an  analogy  between  this 
observation  and  our  impressions  of  another's 
character.  Sometimes,  under  certain  light, 
he  appears  a  mental  cripple — warped  and 
cramped.  Perhaps  later,  we  may  see  him 
in  a  more  generous  light,  then,  if  prejudice 
is  aside,  he  may  appear  fine  and  great — a 
man  of  strength  and  courage.  The  same 
man  in  a  different  light. 

So  in  the  future,  if  we  must  look  criti- 
cally on  another,  let  us  choose  a  position 
whence  the  light  shows  him  to  advantage. 
For  just  as  surely  as  we  judge  without  due 
consideration,  so  also,  shall  be  be  judged. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  knowledge  I  have 
of  the  divinity  of  this  work,  and  for  the 
blessings  it  brings.

■**  to  you  in  sheep's  clothing,  but  in- 
wardly they  are  ravening  wolves.  Ye  shall 
know  them  by  their  fruits.  Do  men  gather 
grapes  of  thorns,  or  figs  of  thistles?  Even 
so  every  good  tree  bringeth  forth  good  fruit  ; 
but  a  corrupt  tree  bringeth  forth  evil  fruit. 
A  good  tree  cannot  bring  forth  evil  fruit, 
neither  can  a  corrupt  tree  bring  forth  good 
fruit.  Every  tree  that  bringeth  not  forth 
good  fruit  is  shewn  down,  and  cast  into  the 
fire.  Wherefore  by  their  fruits  ye  shall 
know  them."  Thus  Christ  taught  in  His 
Sermon  on  the  Mount.     Matt.   7:15-20. 

Never  before  in  the  history  of  mankind 
has  a  group  of  people  been  so  world  wide 
acclaimed  for  both  good  and  evil  as  the 
Mormons.

Many  of  these  inactive  Christians,  recon- 
cile themselves  by  isolated  passages  in  the 
Bible  such  as  is  found  in  Romans  10:13, 

For  whosoever  shall  call  upon  the  name 
of   the   Lord   shall   be   saved;   Acts   16:31, 

Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and 
thou  shaft  be  saved."  There  are  others, 
but  time  will  not  permit  me  to  quote.  It 
is  human  nature  apparently  to  justify  one's 
actions  one  way  or  another.  Hence  we  find 
people  saying  to  themselves,  "  I  pray  to 
the  Lord ;  1  believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ;  why  should  I  bother  to  go  to  church, 
pay  my  tithing,  live  the  word  of  wisdom, 
etc.? 

If  we  read  just  a  little  further  we  find 
any  number  of  scriptures  which  indicate 
more  is  required.  (Matt.  7:21,  24,  25; 
James  2:14-19;  James   1:22).  In  John 

14:23  we  read  "  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  him,  if  a  man  love  me  he  will  keep 
my  words,  and  my  Father  will  love  him 
and  we  will  count  unto  him  and  make  our 
abode  with  him." 

Obedience,  to  his  words,  seems  to  be  the 
key,  or  the  necessary  thing,  if  we  are  to 
accept  this  passage  as  true. 


In  the  18th  century  a  famous  English 
poet,  Alexander  Pope,  made  the  statement 
that  "  order  is  heaven's  first  law,"  a  Bay- 
ing that  has  passed  into  a  proverb,  revered 
because  of  its  age  and  respectable  origin. 
Not  until  recently  was  this  addage  replaced 
with  the  truer  statement  by  George  Q. 
Cannon  that:  "  Obedience  is  heaven's  first 
law."  The  order  reigning  in  heaven  there- 
fore is  a  condition  subsequent  to  the  law  of 
obedience. 

If  we  then  accept  this  statement  that 
Obedience  is  heaven's  first  law,"  and  we 
must,  if  we  accept  the  Bible,  and  reason; 
then,  it  is  apparent  that  before  we  can  ever 
be  worthy  of  entering  into  the  presence  of 
our  Heavenly  Father,  we  must  learn  this 
lesson  of  obedience.  Obedience  not  to  just 
the  few  things  that  we  think  are  necessary, 
but  to  the  complete  word  of  the  Lord. 

It  is  my  prayer  that  we  might  prove  our 
love  and  belief  in  Christ  by  obeying  His 
commandments,  to  a  greater  degree  in  the 
future  than  in  the  past,  and  if  we  do  this, 
the  term  pseudo-Christian  will  never  be 
connected  with  the  members  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.

IN  Joel  2:28  the  Lord  when  speaking  of 
the  gathering  of  Israel  said,  "  I  will 
pour  out  my  spirit  upon  all  flesh  and  your 
sons  and  daughters  shall  prophesy,  your  old 
men  shall  dream  dreams,  your  young  men 
shall  see  visions."  We  are  also  told  in 
Proverbs  2U:18  that  where  there  is  no 
vision  the  people  perish.  So  it  is  true  that 
just  as  the  people,  before  and  after  the  time 
Christ  established  His  church,  were  in  need 
of  the  revelations  they  received,  so  are  we 
who  have  the  everlasting  gospel  to-day. 

We  meet  people  every  day  who  tell  us 
that  there  has  been  no  revelations  since  our 
ancient  prophets,  and  tell  us  that  because 
of  the  one  verse  in  Revelations,  where  it 
states  that  there  is  to  be  nothing  added  to 
nor  taken  from  this  book,  that  there  is  to 
be  no  more  written  scriptures  accepted. 
What  they  are  not  aware  of  is  the  fact  that 
the  Book  of  Revelation  was  written  long- 
before  the  Bible  was  compiled.  Thus  John 
had  no  idea  that  his  book  would  be  so 
placed  and  his  comment  pertained  only  to 
his  own  book.  Not  only  this,  but  to-day 
it  is  an  accepted  fact  that  the  Book  of 
Revelation  Mas  written  prior  to  the  time  of 
other  books  of  the  new  testament.  Here 
again,  if  the  interpretation  of  the  world  were 
correct  these  other  books  could  not  be 
accepted. 

According  to  Ezekiel  37:15-17,  this  would 
have  to  be,  for  here  we  read  of  another 
whole  book.  I  quote  the  following:  "  The 
word  of  the  Lord  came  again  unto  me  say- 
ing, Moreover,  thou  son  of  man,  take  thee 
one  stick,  and  write  upon  it,  For  Judah, 
and  for  the  children  of  Israel  his  com- 
panions": then  take  another  stick,  and  write 
upon  it,  For  Joseph,  the  stick  of  Ephraim, 
and  for  all  the  house  of  Israel  his  com- 
panions: and  join  them  one  to  another  into 
one  stick;  and  they  shall  become  one  in 
thine  hand."  In  these  verses  we  read  of 
two  complete  books,  the  book  of  the  history 
of  the  children  of  Judah  and  God's  dealings 
with  them  and  also  the  Book  of  Joseph  and 
God's  dealings  with  them.  From  the  time 
of  Ezekiel  on,  the  Bible  is  a  fulfilment  of 
the  cpmmandment  given  to  Ezekiel  of  the 
writing    of    the    stick    for    the    children    of 


Judah.  The  Bible  lias  come  to  us  out  o! 
the  mouth  of  the  -lews  who  arc  direct 
descendants  of  Judah.
